A most remarkable creature is the 
chameleon. 
To all ajjiearances the 
nervous centers in one lateral half of 
this animal 
w o rk independently of 
those In the other, and it has two later­ 
al centers of perception—sensation and 
motion—besides the common one in 
which must reside the faculty of con­ 
centration. The eyes move independ- 
« ntly of one another and convey sepa­ 
rate impressions to their respective 
centers of perception. The consequence 
Is that when the animal is agitated its 
movements resemble those of two ani­ 
mals or rather perhaps two halves of 
animals glued together. 
Each half 
wishes to go its own way, and there is 
no concordance o f action. 
Therefore the chameleon la the only 
four legged vertebrate 
that Is unable 
to swim. 
It becomes so frightened 
when dropped into water that all facul­ 
ty of concentration is lost and the crea­ 
ture tumbles about as if in a state of 
Intoxication. When a chameleon is un­ 
disturbed every Impulse to motion is 
referred to the proper tribunal, and the i 
whole organism acts in accordance 1 
with Its decrees. The eye. for example, 
that receives the .strongest impression 
propagates it to the common center, | 
which then prevails upon the other eye 
to follow that Impression and direct 
Its gaze toward the same object.

THE DEATH OF JOSIAH LITTLE. 
In view of the fact that Josiah 
Little was for many years one of the 
most prominent citizens of Lee coun 
ty, held in 
high esteem b y 
many 
friends in Dixon as well as in his old 
home at Amb oy, it is very fitting that 
we should add to our b rief announce 
ment of yesterday, some futher trib 
ute to his memory. 
Mr. Little came to Amb oy in the 
year 1853. 
He engaged for a few 
years in the mercantile 
b usiness, 
which he shortly disposed of for the 
purpose of engaging in the hanking 
b usiness. 
He was for many years 
the only b anker in Amb oy, eontroll 
ing a b usiness which extended to all 
parts of the county. 
Uprightness of 
character and affab ility in the 'con­ 
duct of b usiness 
were his marked 
characteristics, and created for him 
a circle of friends who were glad to 
aid in his b anking success. 
Among the old settlers who pat­ 
ronized his b ank in those early days 
were Lewis Clapp, Alva B. DeWolf, 
Austin B. Trowb ridge, Simon Hen­ 
ry, and Chester Badger, John C. J a ­ 
cob s, and Martin W right. 
These men 
with many others whose names we 
cannot include in this short article, 
formed an association of sturdy pio­ 
neers for whom the b ank of Josiah 
Little b ecame the b usiness headq uar­ 
ters and the center of financial ac­ 
tivity for the entire southern portion 
pf the count?. 
His hanking b u sin gs 
soon controlled touch patró fiagé, and 
was ultimately merged into the pres­ 
ent First National b ank Of Amb oy; 
Vhlch ÍS otto uf Ihe idtgest b anking 
iristitutlouí» of tlié county. 
Tn fh'e year 1871fi Mr. Little b e­ 
came a candidate for county treas­ 
urer, and was elected to that office, 
which he held in the aggregate for 
eleven years. 
His conduct, of the 
office was marked b y the same strict 
Inetgrity which 
Was the feature of 
all his b usiness transactions. He pos­ 
sessed great personal popularity and 
might have reached high honors in 
political appointment if he had wish­ 
ed such preferment., b ut it was al­ 
ways his feeling that to b uild up and 
maintain a strong b anking inalltu- 
HtYn was more in accord with his am ­ 
b ition than political advancement. 
A few years ago he was compelled 
b y failing health to resign much of 
the active Tunden of b usiness and 
removed to Chicago, leaving the con­ 
trol of his hanking b usiness in charge 
of Mr. Fred N. Vaughan, who had 
b een educated as a b anker under Mr. 
Little, and had acquired much of 
his b usiness methods.. 
W hile Mr. 
Little had, therefore, for a few years 
ceased to reside in this county, yet 
to his old friends he was still one of 
us, and it will cause his old asso­ 
ciates much sorrow to learn tha t he 
has so suddenly passed away. 
Josiah Little was one of the nob le 
characters to whom there are b ut 
two paths— the right and the wrong 
He always took the right path, and 
led his associates kindly in the same 
direction.

limb accurately rep resents the form of 
the leg. It is m ade with p ieces of thin 
bronze, fastened by bronze nails to a 
wooden core. 
Tw o Iron bars, having 
boles at their free ends, are attached to 
the up p er ex trem ity of the bronze. A 
quadrilateral p iece of iron found near 
the p ortion of the foot Is tho ught to 
have 'given” strength to It. There is no 
tJ-aee o f the foot, and the wooden core 
had « nearly crum bled aw ay. The skele­ 
ton had its w aist surro unded by a belt 
o f sheet bronze edged with sm all rivets, 
p ro bably used to fasten a leather lining. 
Three p ainted vases (red figures on a 
black ground) lay at the feet of the 
skeleton. The vases belong to a rather 
advanced p eriod in the decline of art 
(about 300 years B C ). 
W e learn from H erodotus th a t an 
Elean cap tured by Sp artans and con­ 
fined in sto cks as a to rture p relim inary 
to the infliction of death am p utated his 
o w u im p riso ned foot, escap ed and later 
p ro cured a w’ooden foot. 
Pliny records 
th a t Sergius, 167 B. C., w o re an a rti­ 
ficial hand and fought w ith It. 
A well 
authenticated p rosthesis w as the iron 
hand m ade iu 1504 for Goetz von Ber- 
lichingen. a knight of Nurem berg. 
It 
w as a clum sy structure, b u t an ingen­ 
io u s one. By m eans of butto ns and le­ 
vers It accom p lished certain finger move­ 
m ents. 
Fialf a century later Ambroise 
P are described an iron p ro sthesis that 
had been devised for a H ugueno t cap ­ 
tain w hose arm had been lost In the 
siege of Fo nteno y. 
I t w as at that time—viz, in the six ­ 
teenth century, when a new im p etus 
w as given to surgery by the genius of 
P a re —th a t efforts were m ade to sup ­ 
p ly substitutes for m issing legs th at 
would be more than m ere sup p o rts. It 
Is not unreaso nable to sup p o se that 
P are’s ap p lication of the ligature to 
am p utatio ns in p lace o f bolliug oil. de­ 
creasing the agonies o f the op eration 
and increasing the num ber o f recover­ 
ies. had much to do w ith the interest 
given to the m anufacture of artificial 
liinbs. 
Pare him self devised an ap p aratus 
w ith a knee jo int which, while usually 
fix ed, could be moved by m eans of a 
tho ng running to the hip . 
Leather and 
p ap er and glue were soon emp loyed 
instead of iron. 
The p ro stheses were 
m ade by mechanics of all so rts, but a 
few of them acquired celebrity by their 
skill, no tably Lorrain, a French lock­ 
sm ith whose work w as largely direct­ 
ed by th e great Fare. 
F ath e r Sebas­ 
tian. a Carm elite monk, later p roduced 
o f sheet tin a clumsy arm which by 
m eans o f sundry sp rings w as cap able 
o f certain articulatio ns. 
Bailiff, a m e­ 
chanic, also made m o vable arm s, p at­ 
terned largely after tho se of F ather 
Sebastian, 
It is reco rded th a t the 
D uke Christian von B raunschw eig wore 
an artificial hand in 1622. 
P eter Lowe 
in his “Discourses of th e W hole A rt of 
C hirurgerv,” 1634, sho w s several forms 
o f artificial legs that w ere used in the 
six teenth and seventeenth centuries, 
and m any others a re found in the 
w orks o f Ambroise P are. 
These legs 
w ere m ade of wood and attached by 
strap s. 
In the works of A m broise P are there 
is a chap ter dealing w ith “the means 
and m anner to rep air o r sup p ly natural 
o r accidental defects o r w ants in m an’s 
body.” He describes th e use of artifi­ 
cial eyes and also artificial noses. He 
m entio ns a method for m aking an arti­ 
ficial to ngue to help tho se who cannot 
sp eak by reason of its loss and also 
gives a draw ing of this instrum ent and 
a full descrip tion of how It should ba 
fix ed in the mouth. H e also gives an 
acco unt of making an artificial p alate 
from a p late of gold or silver, which, he 
states, shp uld be little bigger than the 
cavity itself. 
Falcinelli, a surgeon of Florence In 
1649, mention« the 
i : o f “artificial 
eyes o f silver and of gold and of crys­ 
tal p ainted iu various colors" and also 
artificial ears made of the sam e metals, 
which were p ainted the color of flesh 
and fix ed by means of strings to the 
head or sewed into the skin by means 
of gold or silver wire. 
Silver noses, 
etc., w ere made even earlier than that. 
The Dutch surgeon Verdyu (1696; 
co nstructed an artificial leg consisting 
of a wooden foot and a hollow cop p er 
cylinder 
lined 
with 
cham ois 
and 
strengthened with steei sp lints. There 
w as a hinge joint at the knee. The ap 
p aratu s was attached to the thigh by 
m eans o f a broad band. 
About the same tim e (1692) Lamz- 
w eerde constructed a leather hand In 
which a p en could be held. 
In 1755 H. Rnvaton co nstructed an 
artificial limb by means o f which a cav­ 
alrym an was able to co ntinue his field 
sendee. 
In 1761 Laur« ut supplied a m an with 


a p air df artificial arm s, G avin Wilson 
of Edinburgh to w ard the end of the 
eighteenth century co nstructed a hand 
in which a knife or fo rk could be held 
and on the first aqd second fingers of 
w hich au ap p aratus w as attached fot 
ho lding 
a p en. 
He also m ade legs for 
am p utatio ns above and below the knee, 
m o deled on die ap p aratus of Itavato n. 
They were fastened to th e body by a 
stra p running over the sho ulder of the 
o p p o site side Only the knee jo int was 
move hie. 
A ddiscn, 
London, m ade a wooden 
foot with toe Joints as well as ankle 
jo int 
Pro fesso r J. FI Brunnlnghnusen 
(1796) co nstructed au ap p aratu s adap t­ 
able to am p utatio ns either a|>ove or be­ 
low the knee. 
The ankle jo int w as 
fix ed, but by means of sp rings motion 
w as secured both at <”h op a rt's jo int and 
In th e toe joint» .™Medical News.

F r o m It* E t i e m l « « . 
N ature seem s to have p ro vided some 
anim als with wonderful m im etic adap ­ 
tatio ns to p rot et them from their ene­ 
m ies. A naturn list cites un ex am p le of 
this. H e had fired at a ¡South Amerloau 
hero n which was stealing thro ugh some 
rushes, but on coming to the p lace 
could s e e n >thing of the bird. He was 
on the p oint of turning aw ay when a 
strange sight met bis eves. This Is bow 
he describes the scene: 
T here stood my heron on a reed no 
m o re than eight inches fro m my knees 
and on a level with them . The body 
w as erect, and the p o int o f the tail 
to uched the reed grasp ed by his feet. 
The long, tap ering neck w as held stiff, 
straigh t and vertical, and the head and 
beak, Instead of being carried oblique­ 
ly, were also p ointing up . 
From his 
feet to the tip of his beak there w as not 
a p ercep tible curve or inequality, but 
w hole was the 9gure~~the ex act coun­ 
te rp a rt—of a straight, tap ering rush, 
the loose p lum age being arranged to fill 
all inequalities. The wings, p ressed in- 
tjje hollow s^ es, m ade [ X jmp osjjiljje 
to see w here the body ended and the 
neck began or to distinguish head from 
neck or beak from bead. This was a 
fro nt view*, and the entire under su r­ 
face of the bird was thus disp layed, all 
o f a unifo rm dull yellow. Not a move­ 
m ent did the bird make. I p laced my 
h and on the p oint of his beak and 
fo rced the head down till it to uched the 
back. 
W hen I w ithdrew my baud up 
flew the head like a steel sp ring to its 
first p osition 
I rep eated th e ex p eri­ 
m ent several times, w ith the sam e re­ 
sult, the very eyes o f the bird ap p ear­ 
ing all the tim e p erfectly im m ovable. 
B u t how ch anev1 It th a t w hile walk 
ing ro und the bird thro ugh th e rushes 
I had not seen his strip ed back and 
bro ad colored sides? T hinking thus, I 
Step p ed round to get a side view, when 
all I could see w as the rushlike fro nt 
o f th e bird. 
His m otions on the p erch 
as ho turned slowly or quickly round, 
still keep ing the edge o f th e bladelike 
bo dy befo re me, co rresp o nded so ex act­ 
ly w ith my owu that I alm o st doubted 
if I had moved at all. 
A fter w atching 
th e bird thus for some tim e I took him 
fo rcibly from the rush and p erched 
him on my hand, w hen he flew aw ay 
to so m e dry grass fifty o r six ty yards 
d istant. 
H ere he again p racticed his 
m im etic tricks so ably th a t I grop ed 
abo ut fo r a qu arter of an ho ur before 
finding him. I was am azed th a t a crea­ 
tu re ap p arently so frail should be able 
to keep the body rigid so long.

“ B reeches.” iu the strict m eaning of 
th a t term , were worn by th e sem icivi­ 
lized men o f the east long ages before 
a single p age of the New T estam ent 
w as w ritteu, having been quite com­ 
mon am o ng the Modes and Persians, 
the Phrygians, the G auls and the Teu­ 
tons. 
Breeches were very “b rief” a r­

fo rm s o f sto ckings reaching from the 
hip s to the ankles and as tigh t fitting 
as a p air o f knit draw ers.

a t th e hip s, red from hip to knee and 
blue to the term inatio n a t the ankle. 
They cam e in vogue d uring the first 
h alf of the fifteenth century at Venice 
and w ere worn by th 
devo tees of the 
p atro n saint. 
Pantalo o n. 
Such gar­ 
m ents w ere alw ays called p antallni by 
the Italians. 
“T ro users,” the only p ro p er word to 
ex p ress the ex isting styles iu “p ants,” 
fo llow ed 
closely 
after 
th e 
“knee 
breeches” of the R evo lutio nary p eriod, 
being first worn in E ngland a t Ox ford 
and Cam bridge iu 1812.

Although pure musk is not usually 
relished by the delicate olfactories of

inhabits the mountain ranges o f Tibet. 
This animal 1« smaller than the deer 
o f this co untry, being abo ut the size o f 
a calf. 
It is o f a dark gray co lo r and 
has no ho rns, 
i'he o do r fo r which it is 
valuable is u fluid secretio n in a sac 
o n the undcrs.de o f its bo dy. 
This i?s exp o sed to the air and when 
dry is sent to ;he market. 
When first, 
o btained it Is abo ut the co nsistency o f! 
ho ney and has a bitter, p ungent taste, j 
It is used as a medicine, but has mo re i 
value as a p erfume. On acco unt o f the j 
p ersistency with which musk retains 
Its o do r it is used as the gro undwo rk 
fo r o ther p erfumes which are mo re 
vo latile. 
It is said that a single grain 
o f musk will p erfume a 
ro o m fo r 
twenty years. 
So stro ng is it that it has been esti­ 
mated that 3.000 parts of a substance 
in itself devo id of odor will become 
permeated witu the scent with one 
part of musk.
